When out-of-state politicians show up in 
Chicago on poaching missions, they generally 
unleash fighting words. They want to steal Il- 
linois jobs. 

The mayor of Minneapolis, who is expect- 
ed here Thursday, has fighting words too, but 
he’s coating them in a message of love. With 
same-sex marriage legal in Minnesota since 
Aug. I, he’s out to win wedding business from 
Chicago’s gay community 

In doing so, he’s effectively linking arms 
with Illinois politicians who favor legalizing 
same-sex marriage— and who hope the Min- 
neapolis salvo will spur action in Springfield in 
the next session. 

“I’m a strong supporter of marriage equal- 


ity and I hope someday Illinois will take away 
the advantage Minnesota has,” R.T Rybak 
said. “In the meantime, we’re open for busi- 
ness.” 

He is expected to unveil a small-scale ad- 
vertising campaign inviting same-sex couples 
to marry in his city during a news conference 
Thursday morning in Boystown. 

“Hey Chicago! I want to marry you in Min- 
neapolis” is the tagline in the print ads run- 
ning this week in RedEye and Windy City 
Times, a publication serving Chicago’s LGBT 
community The ad features a smiling caterer 
next to a three-tiered wedding cake. 

Chicago is the first stop on a campaign that 
is expected to move on to Milwaukee, Madi- 
son, Wis., Denver and possibly Detroit.

A 17-year-old boy was fatally 
shot Aug. 29 in the 7900 block of South Avalon 
Avenue, police said. One day earlier, a 35-year- 
old man was shot to death in the 8200 block of 
South Avalon Avenue, according to officials. 

Gunshot homicides also were logged in the 
last week in Bridgeport, Morgan Park, the Near 
North Side, New City, Roseland, West Pullman 
and Wood lawn. Red Eye found. 



Stabbing homicides were logged in the last 
week in Belmont Cragin, Grand Boulevard and 
South Shore, according to police information. 

Meanwhile, a 49-year-old woman was found 
beaten to death Monday in the 4400 block of 
West Wilcox Street in West Garfield Park, ac- 
cording to an autopsy. 

August ended last week with 51 homicides, 
down from 57 homicides in August 2012, ac- 
cording to RedEye data. 

Seven homicides have been logged so far 
this month. Forty-four homicides were record- 
ed in September 2012, RedEye determined.

Good news, Northwestern freshmen: The 
exhausting process of moving into dorms just 
got a lot easier, thanks to brand-new student- 
run company RezEssentials. 

Instead of picking up important items like 
a mini-fridge or a futon from the store and 
schlepping it to school on move-in day stu- 
dents now can pre-order their dorm items 
online, and the company will deliver them to 
the dorms before the students get to campus. 

“The reason we felt there is a market for 
RezEssentials is that move-in day is very 
stressful for new students and their parents,” 
said 20 -year-old junior Wendy Cyffka, former 
CEO of RezEssentials. “It seems silly that so 
many people go through the same hassles with 
the same questions: ‘How do I get my things 
into my new room? Should I buy large, bulky 
items after arriving on campus, or have them 
shipped?

What do I 
need?’ ” RezEssentials is one of seven student- 
run companies overseen by Northwestern 
Student Holdings, the school’s student-run 
portfolio that operates through NU’s Earley 


Center for Entrepreneurship and Innovation. 
RezEssentials already has sold orders to about 
lOO customers since August by spreading the 
word on Eacebook and Twitter.

ics class,” said 20 -year-old junior Jay Chung, 
the company’s CEO.
